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CHAPTER 25

AN ACT to create 342.27 of the statutes, relating to the transfer of title
to vehicles owned by a decedent, ward, trustee or bankrupt.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

342.27 of the statutes is created to read:
342.27 TRANSFER OF CERTAIN TITLE'S. (1) In all cases of the

transfer of a vehicle owned by a decedent, ward, trustee or bankrupt,
the department shall accept as sufficient evidence of the transfer of owner-
ship the following:

(a) Evidence satisfactory to the department of the issuance of the
letters of administration, letters testamentary, letters of guardianship,
letters of trust or appointment of the trustee in bankruptcy;

(b) The title executed by such administrator, executor, guardian or
trustee; and

(c) The evidence concerning payment of sales or use taxes required
by s. 77.61 (1) or evidence that the transfer is exempt from such taxes.

(2) Upon compliance with this section neither the commissioner nor
the department shall bear any liability or responsibility for the transfer
of such vehicles in accordance with this section.
